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Nixon on the Riot Report 


Presidential candidate Richard Nixon's 


reaction to the report of the President's 
Commission on Civil Disorders is disap- 
pointing. 


Mr. Nixon said that "one of the major 


weaknesses of the President's commission 
is it in effect blames everybody for the 
riots except the perpetrators of the riots ... 
I think the commission has put undue 
emphasis on the idea that we are in effect a 
racist society, white racists versus black 
racists. I think this talk tends to divide 
people, to build a wall between people, 
doesn't help in breaking down prejudice. 
What we need is more talk about reconcili- 
ation, more talk about how we're going to 


It may be that a positive approach to 


any problem is the best kind. But any 
approach which proceeds from illusion is 
not likely to succeed. For too.long in the 
United States, liberals in particular have 
labored under the delusion that this is one 
nation indivisible. In fact, as any study of 
Negro ghettoes shows and as the violence 
last summer demonstrated, there is a very 
real danger of hard division in this nation 
that could have far-reaching and appalling 
results. 


The Commission's report did stress that 


violence is not the way to reforms and 
that law and order must be maintained. But 
while Mr. Nixon recommends that ''we've 
got to make it clear to potential rioters that 


in the event something starts next summer 
that the law will move in with adequate 
force to put down rioting, looting, at the 
first indication of it." the report recognized 
that basic causes of riots must be elimi- 
nated or we shall have National Guard 
troops stationed indefinitely in every major 
city in the nation. In the long run it is 
virtually impossible to put down urban 
guerrilla warfare with force unless the city 
itself is destroyed. The lessons we are 
learning in Vietnam could be applied to our 
own cities. 


Perhaps it would be too much to expect 


Mr. Nixon to agree with the report of a 
commissiQn appointed by the man he 
expects tc- oppose in the election next 
November. But we are more inclined to 
follow the suggestion made by retiring 
Secretary of Health. Education and Welfare 
John Gardner that "we must begin with a 
massive resolve on the part of the great, 
politically moderate majority of whites and 
blacks — to transform destructive emotion 
into constructive action. The time has come 
when the 
full weight of community 


opinion, white and Negro, should be felt 
against those within their own ranks who 
hate and destroy." 


Whether he meant it or not, Mr. Nixon's 


statement implied that he felt the riots 
were caused by black violence alone. It is a 
two-way street, as the Commission report 
ably pointed out. 


Packaged Educational Programs 


The United States Office of Education 


has announced that next summer it will be 
possible for states to submit single applica- 
tions for administrative funds under Titles 
I. n, HI and V of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act instead of one 
application for each separate program. The 
effect is to put far more authority over the 
uses of the funds in the hands of state 
educational officials. 


Although it can be argued that there 


should be a federal accounting for the uses 
of federal funds, the trend toward block 
grants to states rather than individual 
applications is a far more workable policy 
of federal and state cooperation. The 
Department 
of Health, Education and 


Welfare is also proceeding along this line. 
Not only is the paper work and red tape cut 
back; funds can be used as they are need- 
ed and certainly officials closer to the prob- 


lems are more qualified to determine how 
they should be used. 


The packaging of administrative funds 


under ESEA is the first step in proposed 
packaging programs, according to Nolan 
Estes, USOE associate commissioner for 
elementary and secondary education. Next 
will come the packaging of programs 
themselves which Estes says will result 
from ''planning for the most effective use 
of resources on target areas." However, it 
may be that such more flexible programs 
will need Congressional legislation and the 
Council of Chief State School Officers has 
asked "the cooperation of USOE in urging 
the Congress to enact legislation to author- 
ize such packaging by law." 


Certainly the trend away from the 


concentration of all authority in Washing- 
ton is a healthy one.

missionaries that revolution is imminent in 
Guatemala once more points up the failures 
thus far of many Latin American nations to 
eradicate the evils that encourage commu- 
nism. Next to the jungles of Southeast Asia, 
there is probably no better place in the 
world for the eventual success of guerilla 
warfare than in much of Latin America. 


The Alliance for Progress set an annual 


employment growth rate goal of 5.5 per 
cent for Latin America during the 1960's 
but while many Latin American countries 
have achieved about 80 per cent of the 
target growth, this does not mean that 
4/5 of the employment target has been 
fulfilled. P.N. Rosenstein-Rodan. professor 
of economics at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, states flatly that "at the 
rate Latin America has been going in the 
last five years, even another decade would 
not achieve the peaceful revolution which 
is the ultimate objective of the Alliance for 
Progress." And meanwhile time is running 
out. 


Members of the Organization of Ameri- 


can States, with the exception of Mexico, 
have taken firm action against Castro's 
efforts to export violent revolution to many 
Latin American countries. Foreign minis- 
ters have condemned Communist efforts 
and the Cuban government was excluded 
from the O.A.S. Inter-American Defense 
Board on the grounds that adherence to 
Marxism-Leninism was incompatible with 
the aims of the O.A.S. Diplomatic relations 
with Cuba and all trade and shipping were 
broken off by all O.A.S. members except 


Mexico in 1964 but it is impossible to halt 
the Cuban propaganda that blares from 
Latin American radios in at least four 
languages. 


Although certainly Cuban revolution- 


aries continue to inspire guerrilla activities 
in Latin America despite the death of Che 
Guevara, the real impetus behind such 
activities is the misery of the peasant. He 
has little or nothing to lose but his life and 
he may lose that in any case. Cuba stands 
out to the peasant, not only as an example 
of where a guerrilla war overthrew an 
oppressive government but often as an 
example of economic success. Communist 
oppression of course is overlooked. But 
Cuba's ability to increase its economic 
growth in spite of the O.A.S. boycott and 
no help at all from the United States must 
be regarded as something of a success, at 
least by the peasant 


It has been pretty well demonstrated in 


the last half century that a political 
philosophy is difficult to export to another 
nation or at least it must suffer .some 
changes on the way. Communism certainly 
is as difficult to transfer as is democracy. 


But some mistaken American policies in 


Latin America have managed to imply that 
democracy is a fat cat regime which most 
Latin Americans have had too much of 
while communism has appeal for the poor 
and the despairing. Under such conditions 
— and in a world where the peasant now 
realizes how badly off he is — the chance 
of more wars of national liberation is great 
and Latin America is a prime place for 
them to occur.
